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COMPARATIVE LITERATURE OF THE 181m AND 191TH CENTURIES. 


The Boston Post is an exceedingly able and respectable journal. It 
is a high-toned, fearless and independent literary organ. By no consid- 
erations can it be deterred from devoting a liberal portion of its space to 
the cause of literature and art. And hence, when it desires to be in- 
formed upon a point wherein we are supposed to have erred, although 
contrary to our usual rule of allowing such observations to pass unno- 
ticed, it is but fair that we should endeavor to enlighten it. We will 
not deprive our critic of the benefit of his “ deep” attempt at sarcasm: 


“ Deep Thought.—The Publishers’ Circular says—‘ No honest-minded thinker can regret 
that the darkness which overspread England and America in the middle of the seven- 
teenth century, should be so effectually dispelled as it now is; while it is impossible not 
to deplore that the elegance, the gracefulness, and beauty, which characterized the English 
literature of the eighteenth century, seem almost foreign to that of the nineteenth.’ ” 


“Elegance, gracefulness, and beauty,’ seem almost foreign, do they, 
to the English literature of the nineteenth century ?—a literature made 
illustrious by Scott, Dickens, Bulwer, and Thackeray in fiction; by By- 
ron, Wordsworth, Coleridge, Moore, Keats, Shelley, Hood, and Tenny- 
son in poetry; by Jeffrey, Macaulay, and Brougham in criticism, to say 
nothing of hundreds of bright lights in other walks of literature, and of 
a hundred lesser ones in the specialities we have named. We should be 
glad to hear of anything in the eighteenth century that can be matched 
with even the great living authors of the first half of the nineteenth.” 

Now, pray, who were “the great living authors of the first half of 
the nineteenth” century? Were not the noblest of the list of names 
here enumerated, born in the Attic age of English intellectual grandeur ; 
and—as Italian art culminated in the glorious triumphs of Angelo and 
Raphael, who were succeeded by the extravagance of the Rennaissance 
—did they not live to witness its decline? They might not, indeed, 
have exchanged jokes at the table of the Lady Montague; they might 
not have witnessed the interview of Dr. Johnson with the Earl of Ches- 
terfield; but the youngest among the most celebrated of them all, was 
old enough to have heard, seen and known, many of the most eminent 
men that ever gave dignity to the English tongue! Every one of that 
galaxy of great writers, whose genius radiated the commencement of the 
nineteenth century, was first permitted to see the light during the last 
half of the eighteenth; and, consequently, they were thus allowed to 
behold the zenith and decline of the Periclean age of English history. 
They came upon the stage, when David Hume and Edward Gibbon, 
when Joseph Addison and Alexander Pope, when Richard Steele and 
Laurence Sterne, were retiring from it, or had already retired. Many of 
them had heard the copious eloquence of the Earl of Chatham, on the 
floor of the House of Commons. All of them were familiar with the 
brilliant genius and convivial qualities of Richard Brinsley Sheridan ; with 
the matchless oratorical powers of Charles James Fox ; with the impetu- 
ous, polished, and patriotic Grattan ; and with the genial-hearted and sym- 
pathetic prose-poet of Ireland, John Philpot Curran. The triumphs of 
Mrs. Siddons were achieved; the star of Miss O’Neil was then arising 
They could have enjoyed the majestic and gorgeous conversational pow. 
ers of Dr. Johitson, and the wit of David Garrick. Their advantages, 
indeed, were great; and the models of their emulation unquestionably 
sublime! In that age had lived two of the most celebrated of English art- 
ists—William Hogarth and Sir Joshua Reynolds. They had inherited 
from the generation which was just passing away, the most perfect of 
English classics :—“ Tom Jones,” the finest novel in our language, and 
“Roderick Random,” hardly its inferior; the best translations of the 
“Tliad” and * Odyssey; ” the splendid writings of Jonathan Swift, 
whose wit and satire remain yet unrivalled; “ Rasselas,” the “* Vicar 
of Wakefield,” “Tristram Shandy,” and “The Deserted Village,” the 





“Tattler,” the “Rambler,” and the “Guardian,” the “Idler,” and 
“ Spectator.” In this century appeared Bishop Berkeley’s “ Alciphron” 
and “ New Theory of Vision;” David Hume’s “ History of England,” 
and his lucid and ingenious Philosophical Treatises; and Adam Smith’s 
“ Wealth of Nations.” Grafton, Bedford, Lord, Mansfield, Sir William 
Draper, and Sir William Blackstone—the most eminent, perhaps, of 
English jurists—were writhing beneath the lash of “Junius.” The 
best historical work in our language— The Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire ”"—had been given to the world. One of the finest 
Comedies upon the stage—* The School for Scandal,” was written by 
one who had delivered the most brilliant public speech ever heard in 
Western Europe. The British Senate was honored by a statesman, 
who combined with the eloquence of Domosthenes, the comprehension 
and political sagacity of Pericles, and the prophetic powers of both 
—the good Edmund Burke. His noble essay on the French Revolu- 
tion, inspired Sir James Mackintosh to enter the lists with him. Tom 
Paine had attained fame; Benjamin Franklin was enviably eminent; 
Thomas Jefferson’s writings were subjects of no smal] admiration ; and 
those of Alexander Hamilton, in their peculiar department, have not 
yet been surpassed. Such was the era in which was cast the lot of 
Wordsworth, Scott, Byron, Moore, and others of their contemporaries ; 
such the influences and associations that clustered around them. They 
were all born and educated in, and had drawn their inspiration from, 
the eighteenth century. Before the opening of the nineteenth, their lite- 
rary career had commenced; and long before the first twenty-five 
years that succeeded had passed away, all that could particularly im- 
mortalize their names, were given to the public. Hence they did not 
belong to the present century. They resemble some of those stately 
trees that grow on river-banks, which, while their boughs overhang 
the current, and cast their shadows upon it, yet their noble trunks and 
wide-spreading roots seem proud of the soil that has given them birth, 
and to which they inalienably belong. 

But granting—if it were consistent with facts to do so—that the 
names enumerated by the Post did really belong to this century, our 
assertion that the literature of the last century was superior to that of 
the present, is incontrovertible. The dignity imparted to it by Burke, 
Bolingbroke, Addison,. Pope, Chesterfield, Johnson, Goldsmith, Swift, 
Sheridan, and a host of others, has never since been approached, much 
less, equalled! And Charles Dickens is the only English author 
of the present day, to whom we should willingly apply the sacred 
epithet of genius/ That Bulwer and Thackeray are ¢alented writers, is 
undeniable. 

Will the Post copy our vindication ? 
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INVENTION OF PRINTING. 

The following account of the invention of Printing is given by an 
ancient German chronicler of the name of Trithemius, who appears to 
have personally known one of the three persons who clearly seem to 
have the best title to be called the inventors of printing. 

“ At this time, in the city of Mentz on the Rhine in Germany, and 
not in Italy, as some have erroneously written, that wonderful and then 
unheard-of art of printing and characterizing books was invented and 
devised by John Guttenberger, a citizen of Mentz, who, having expended 
almost the whole of his property in the invention of this art, and on ac- 
count of the difficulties which he experienced on all sides, was about to 
abandon it altogether ; when, by the advice, and through the means, of 
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John Fust [or Faust], likewise a citizen of Mentz, he succeeded in bring- 
ing it to perfection. At first they formed [engraved] the characters or 
letters in written order on blocks of wood, and in this manner they 
printed the vocabulary called a‘Catholicon.’ But with these forms 
[blocks] they could print nothing else, because the characters could not 
be transposed in these tablets, but were engraved thereon as we have 
said. To this invention succeeded a more subtle one, for they found 
out the means of cutting the forms of all the letters of the alphabet, 
which they called matrices, from which again they cast characters of 
copper or tin of sufficient hardness to resist the necessary pressure, 
which they had before engraved by hand. And truly, as I learned 
thirty years since from Peter Opilio (Schoeffer) de Gernsheim, citizen 
of Mentz, who was the son-in-law of the first inventor of this art, great 
difficulties were experienced after the first invention of this art of print- 
ing, for in printing the Bible, before they had completed the third quater- 
nion (or gathering of four sheets), 4000 florins were expended. This 
Peter Schoeffer, whom we have above mentioned, first servant and after- 
wards son-in-law to the first inventor, John Fust, as we have said, an 
ingenious and sagacious man, discovered the more easy method of cast- 
ing the types, and thus the art was reduced to the complete state in 
which it now is. These three kept this method of printing secret for 
some time until it was divulged by some of their workmen, without 
whose aid this art could not have been exercised; it was first developed 
at Strasburg, and soon became known to other nations. And thus 
much of the admirable and subtle art of printing may suffice—the first 
inventors were citizens of Mentz. These three first inventors of Print- 
ing, (videlicet) John Guttenberger, John Fust, and Peter Schoeffer his 
son-in-law, lived at Mentz, in the house called Zam Jungen, which has 
ever since been called the Printing-office.” 

The invention of Schoeffer, which, whatever might have been its 
first mechanical imperfections, undoubtedly completed the principle of 
printing, is more particularly described in an early document, which is 
given in several learned works on typography, as proceeding from a re- 
lation of Fust. It is as follows :—“ Peter Schoeffer, of Gernsheim, per- 
ceiving his master Fust’s design, and being himself ardently desirous to 
improve the art, found out, (by the good providence of God) the method 
of cutting (incidendi) the characters in a matrix, that the letters might 
each be singly cast, instead of being cut. He privately cut matrices for 
the whole alphabet; and when he showed his master the letters cast 
from these matrices, Fust was so pleased with the contrivance, that he 
promised Peter to give him his only daughter Christina in marriage ; a 
promise which he soon after performed. But there were as many diffi- 
culties at first with these letters, as there had been before with wooden 
ones ; the metal being too soft to support the force of the impression; 
but this defect was soon remedied by mixing the metal with a substance 
which sufficiently hardened it.” John Schoeffer, the son of Peter, who 
was also a printer, confirms this account, adding, “ Fust and Schoeffer 
concealed this new improvement by administering an oath of secrecy to 
all whom they intrusted, till the year 1462, when, by the dispersion of 
their servants into different countries, at the sacking of Mentz by the 
Archbishop Adolphus, the invention was publicly divalged.”—Cuar es

Mercantite Lisrary Association, Boston. We take the following de- 
scription of the new rooms of the Insiitution from the Courier. 

e rooms occupied by the Association are situated in the second story of 
the elegant free stone building just erected by Emery B. Fay, Esq., on Sum- 
mer Street. They are accessible by entrances from Summer and Hawley 
Streets. Ascending the principal entrance on Summer-street, we first enter 
the reading room, which measures sixty-one feet in length by forty-two feet in 
width. The stands for newspapers in this room are the neatest of the kind 
we have seen. They are made of chestnut wood, polished and varnished, 
thus giving the original color and appearance of the wood. The stands are 


about nine feet in length with bronzed iron supports, and extend from the 
walls. Above each paper on file is the name of the paper ground in blue 
lass, The list of foreign newspapers includes the London Times, Express, 
llustrated News, Punch, Literary Gazette, Leader, Economist, Atheneum, 








and Spectator; The Paris Presse, Charivari L’Illustration and Revue des 
Deux Mondes, the Brussels Independent Belge, the Leipsie Ilustrate Zeitung, 
and others, together with about one hundred and fifty American hewspapers, 
A neat register of black walnut containing the names of the papers on file 
indicates the number of the desk at which the papers may be found. 

A bust of Abbott Lawrence is placed on a support near the entrance to 
this room, and underneath the bust, encased in a handsomely carved frame 
are two subscription papers in aid of the association at a previous period, 
and on both of which are the signatures of Mr. Lawrence. The room is also 
adorned with a number of paintings, including portraits of Columbus and 
Vespuecius, the gift of Lewis W. Tappan, Esq., and a portrait of John Han- 
cock, the gift of James Lawrence, Esq. In February next the room will be 
still further embellished by a large full length portrait of Washington, 
now being executed by Hoyt of this city, at the order of Hon. Edward 
Everett, fur which purpose the proceeds of his oration on the next anniver- 
sary of Washington’s birthday are to be in part applied. The reading room 
is nineteen feet in height, and in the centre panel of the ceiling is a sky-light 
of stained glass with a representation of the seal of the association. 

The reading-room leads directly through a handsome arch into the peri- 
odical room, Depending from the centre of the arch is a marble dial clock, 
presented by the President of the Association, Mr. Carlos Pieree. The periodi- 
cal room contains an extensive assortment of foreign and American maga- 
zines and reviews. Comfortable arm-chairs and small tables are arranged 
about the room for the convenicnce of its visitors. This room measures 32 
feet in length by 36 feet in width. 

We next come to the conversation room, twenty-seven feet in length by 
twenty feet in width, and which is separated from the library room by a 
large arched passage way. The library room measures seventy-five feet in 
length by twenty feet in width, and is lighted principally by three large 
sky-lights. The books of the library are arranged on stands of shelves, 
which extend from the walls on either side, leaving a passage way in the 
centre of six feet in width. The library at present numbers seventeen 
thousand volumes, andis constantly receiving numerous additions. Mr. 
William F. Poole, the Librarian, is an efficient and capable officer, and 
thoroughly comprehends whatever relates to the management of a well 
regulated library. 

Connected with the rooms, also, is a hall 54 by 52 feet, and capable of 
seating 600 persons. In this hall are to be held the weekly literary exer- 
cises and meetings of the Association. The platform recedes inward from 
the wall, ferming an aleove, with doors on each side, leading into ante- 
rooms, The settees in this room are all finely cushioned. 

The Postmaster of this city has offered to establish a sub-post office at 
the Librarian’s desk, an arrangement which will prove of great convenience 
to the members of the Association, as well as to residents in the neigh- 
borhood. 

It is an honor to the city of Boston that it has an institution in its 
midst so attractive for its character and so beneficial in its many influences, 
and it.is to be hoped that our young men will fully appreciate and improve 
the advantages offered to them by the Mercantile Library Association of 
Boston.

18. The following is the Faculty which is now full: Rev. Henry J. Ripley, 
Professor of Sacred Rhetoric and Pastoral Duties; Rev. Horatio B. Hackett, 
Professor of Biblical Literature and Interpretation ; Rev. Alvin Hovey, Pro- 
fessor of Christian Theology; Rev. Albert N. Arnold, Professor of Church 
History : Mr. Sampson Talbot, Assistant Instructor in Hebrew. Provision is 
aiso made for a course of Lectures on Elocution. The Library, containing 
now ten thousand volumes, has already a very choice collection for purposes 
of theological study, and a fund of $10,000 has been established for its be- 
nefit. 

As there are a number of post-offices in Newton, it may be proper to add 
that the post-office addresses of persons connected with the Institution, and 
also of Rev. J. W. Parker, its General Agent, is Newton Centre. By the 
Charles River Railroad, running from the Worcester Depé6t in Boston, a con- 
veyance may be had to within a short distance of the institution buildings.—

From the London Publishers’ Circular. 


With the New Year dawning upon us, we commence our (haprily) 
bloodless campaign in the fields of Literature, in the fervent hope that be- 
fore another annual cirele of time shall close upon us, the real contest now 
waging in distant countries may have ceased ; and that peace—solid, lasting 
peace—so essential to the best interests of civilization, may be secured to us. 
In the retrospective glance at the literary progress of the past year, we 
cannot but be struck, notwithstanding such adverse political influences, with 
the encouraging results it affords: we may particularly notice the accession 
of important productions in almost every branch of letters, many of them 
standard works that will take their places on the shelf with the oldest and 
most approved authorities: we may also allude to the improved tone of 
goog literature generally, as a pleasing evidence that the reading pub- 
ic are more critical in their taste, and more correct in their judgment; 
while, as a proof of the increased diffusion of intelligence, we may urge 
the remarkably low price at which books of great merit and usefulness are 
produced, and the favor with which they are generally received. Now, at 
a trifling cost, and without infringing upon even moderate means, & 
small library of choice authors can be collected, superior to many editions 
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which, from their costliness, in years past, were only within the reach of a 
favored few. The numerous Educational works that have appeared during 
the past year are an evidence that both authors and publishers are in the 
right track in supplying the wants of many readers, and, we are glad to add, 
learners. From such instances as these we may derive hopes that the year 
upon which we now enter will be equally productive. A lull, consequent 
on the efforts of the publishers to provide an ample store for Christmas, is 
now perceptible, aud our present list must necessarily be brief,

pearance.—The first number of a new series of the French Chess Magazine. 
“ La Régence,” will appear on the 15th instant.—Galignani has published a 
“ Walk through the Universal Exhibition of 1855.”—The Asiatic Society at 
Paris has commenced the publication of a “Collection d’Auteurs Orientaux ;” 
Ibn Betuta’s “ Travels,” Masudi’s “ History of the World,” and Ibn Hisham’s 
“Life of Mahomet,” are the first books printed in the series: of the first- 
mentioned work, two volumes have already appeared, and the third volume 
is to follow speedily. The first volume of Masudi’s “ History” is almost in 
print.—The Librairie Nouvelle has purchased the right to print an edition 
of 10,000 copies of the works of the late Madame de Girardin, in eight vols., 
at the marvellously low price of one frane each: the first. volume containing 
“ Le Lorgnon,” “La Canne de M. de Balzae,” and “Il ne Faut pas Jouer avec 
la Douleur,” has just been published; the next volume will contain the cele- 
brated “ Contes d’une Vieille Fille a ses Neveux.” 


The continuation of Mr. Macaulay’s “ History of England” forms the lead- 
ing topic of criticism among reviewers, and a somewhat harmonious feeling 
enerally prevails on the excellence of this admirable composition: the 
efects are variously defined, according to the peculiar bias of the critics 
themselves, but as the publication of the work is so recent we must await 
the matured judgment of our critical Nestors before a correct opinion can be 
formed of the merits and blemishes of a great historical work. A general 
feeling of regret seems to prevail that the length of time employed upon so 
small (however important) a period of history, affords but small hope of the 
work being completed by the same distinguished writer.—While on this sub- 
ject, we notice that a weekly leading journal, alluding to the sensation 
created by an issue of 30,000 copies of one book, remarks that bookselling 
must generally be a small affair, as its own usual weekly impression nearly 
equals such an event; and adds, that it extended, during the Christmas 
week, to a total issue of above half a million of sheets. This analogy, how- 
ever, scarcely exists when we consider the price at which these books have 
been published. 


From a correspondence in The Times, we learn that the Camden Society 
have made application to the Warden of All Souls, Oxford, for permission to 
have a transcript made of Luttrell’s “Brief Historical Relations,” occupying 
no less than 17 volumes, in small thick quarto, with a view to their sales 
tion by the Society. There seems little reason to doubt that permission will 
be withheld, as the College authorities allowed Sir James Mackintosh to have 
transcripts of such portions as he wished, and gave Mr. Macaulay access to 
the original manuseripts.—Professor Stober, of Mulhausen, has just published 
a biographical sketch of Goethe, full of interesting details of the poet’s 
abode at Strasburg—Mrs. Gore, the prea authoress, is said to be prepar- 
ing a work for the press, to be entitled “Memoirs of the Present Century ; 
Social, Literary, and Political,” the appearance of which at the present time 
is attributed, by a weekly journal, to the losses sustained by that lady 
through the defalcations of Strahan and Co,—The Rev. Alexander Dyce is 
said to have compiled a volume of Reminiscences of the late Samuel Rogers. 
We are glad to hear that the pecuniary difficulties of the well-known author 
of schvol-books, Mr. Joseph Guy, to which we alluded in our last Cireular, 
has been removed: “I must confess,” Mr. G. observes in a letter to The 
Times, “I have been astonished at the general sympathy expressed, aud the 
bounty so readily bestowed-”"—To the list of Penny Newspapers defunet of 
late, we may add the Gainsborough Gazette, two newspapers at York, and 
the Scottish Daily News. The copyright, type, &e., of the Manchester Daily 
Telegraph have been put up at auction, and a bidding of £100 obtained! 
but it appears the publication has ceased.—Neither does the cheap news- 
paper thrive in Australia, for it appears that nearly £30,000 have been sunk 
in two years in carrying on the Melbourne Herald; and this result has been 
brought about by supplying the public at a rate of subscription less than the 
cost of production. 

Among the Obituaries in Literary circles since our last notices, we have 
to record that of Samuel Rogers, the Nestor of our poets, in his ninety- 
fourth year. The Patriot announces the death of Mr, Josiah Conder, or 
many years the editor of that journal, and formerly prop, ietor of the 
Eclectic Review. Mr. Conder was the editor of the well-kno wn “ Modern 
Traveller,’ in thirty-three volumes, completed in 1830 and 1831.—Mr. P. G. 
Patmore, author of “My Friends and Acquaintance,” is likewise deceased.— 
Also Count Valerian Krasinski, author of a “ History of the Reformation in 
Poland,” and other works. 

The subject of the English poem, for Prince Albert’s gold medal of next 
year, at Cambridge, is “ Luther at the Diet of Worms,” the competition open 
to all resident undergraduates 
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From Messrs. Longmans. last Notes on Books we learn that the first vo- 
lume of the new edition of Bacon’s Works, by the Cambridge editors, will 
appear early in 1856, and the remaining volumes will be published sepa- 
rately. The translation of Madame Pfeiffer’s “Second Journey round the 
World,” just published, has been made from the original German MS., as it 
was the wish of the authoress that her work should first appear in England. 
The new edition of Horne’s “Introduction to the Critical Study and Know- 
ledge of the Scriptures” is now printing, and will be ready for publication 
early in 1856. Mr. Leicefter Buckingham is preparing for publication the 
Memoirs of his father, the late Mr. James Silk Buckingham, from the period 
to which his autobiography has already extended, till his death, in 2 vols., 
to be ready early in the spring. The second and concluding vol. of Mr. 
Macleod’s “ Theory and Practice of Banking” will be published in January. 
The concluding volumes of the “Stratford Shakspeare” are nearly ready, 
and will be issued, the publisher informs us, in January next punctually. 

The Scotsman says that the friends of the poet Robert Nicoll are making 
considerable progress in raising a monument to his memory.

1. CONTRIBUTORS AGREE TO CONTRIBUTE TO NO OTHER TRADE SALES IN NEW YORK, BESIDES THOSE AUTHOR- 
IZED BY THE COMMITTEE. 

2. The names of all contributors shall be drawn by lot, and the places of their invoices on the Catalogue shall be in the order they are thus 
drawn. Invoices of Stationery, Stereotype Plates, and Catholic Books, shall be placed together respectively by lot, and no two separate portions 
of the sale shall be carried on at the same time. 

3. The quantities of books invoiced in the Catalogue to be sold without reserve. The contributor to have the right at the time of sale to sell 
an additional quantity of any line, not exceeding in amount that named in the Catalogue; unless the quantity named in the Catalogue shall be 
sufficient to amount at the retail price to $100, or upwards, in which case the contributor may duplicate without limit. Withdrawals or addi- 
tions (except under this rule), to be notified to the auctioneers, at least one week before the sale. 

4. Each line of the Catalogue to include a sufficient number of books to amount, at the retail price, to at least twenty-five dollars. 

5. No less quantity to be sold in one lot (except in case of balances) than is sufficient to amount, at the retail price, to five dollars. 

6. All books offered in the Catalogue to be in the hands of the Auctioneers before the sale commences. Any additional quantities sold, 
under the rules, to be delivered to the Auctioneers within twenty days after the conclusion of the sale. 

7. After the wants of the bidder have been supplied, any one desiring the balance, to have the preference over others desiring smaller lots 
When balances are offered a second time for competition, the lots shall be doubled; the third time, quadrupled; and so on, until all are sold. 

8. None but booksellers to be allowed to bid, or become purchasers at the sales. 

9. The Auctioneers to guarantee the delivery of all books sold, within thirty days after the close of sale.
